They must and 
will be ready to negotiate the new 
government Cheques Issued under 
the Family Allowances legislation,” 
said S. M. Weld, President of The 
Canadian Bankers’ Association, in a 
statement issued here. 

“Official estimate is that 1,466.000 
individual cheques v.dll he issued by 
the government each month.” lie 
continued. “Most of these cheques 
will be presented at the branch 
banks for encashment or deposit. 

“All government cheques are cash¬ 
ed by, the banks without charge. 

“The banks willingly ivecept this 
added opportunity for servling Cm- 
adlans many of whom, poihaps, for 
the 'first time, will come into ecu tact 
with the bonks and with the useful 
service sthey perform.

Ploughing should he deep enough to 
turn under the dust m ih u and 
bring uip clods for protection. 

Listing as the final operation has 
proved effective on all types *f joi 
Thousncls of a . res have been treat 
ed ih this manner with success. The 
most economical machine for this 
purpose is a field cultivator equips 
ed with three or four lister shovels >00000000000000 
about four feet apart. This distance 
is more effeective than closer spac 
ing as it has been found tilixt if 
the shovels are too close they 
throw up a V shaped ridge wlhiih 
starts cutting by wind action more 
redily than if the ridges are flatter 
on tap. The listing furrow:* con ho 
readily filled up in the spring by 
cultivating with a diudcfoot c lliv.itor 
in the same direction as the furrows 
have been made. 

In tlie west part of this distil*t 
there was a fair crcfl> last year and 
in some install os sufficient stubble 
is present to permit leaving a trash 
cover. In most of these fields if 
the blade has been used there should 
be sufficient trush to afford protect 
ion. Even where tlie one-war was 
used for the first stroke and Lie rod 
weeder or blade used for subsequent 
strokes, a trash cover may Invo 
been maintained specially if the first 
stroke ws not nude very deeply. 

Aside from these fields, Io.vever, 
summer-fallows can be protected 
only by plougbli g, listing or roe 11 g 
a cover crop.
